Basheer spoke about those 
dreums -- and reulity -- in: ο- 
ly setting for ἃ former ambassador 
ant presidential spokesman under 
Nasser and Sadat: amid canvas 
drop-ctoths and paint brushes in a 
downtown partment undergoing 
renovation. He was waiting for 
workmen who, in charucteristic Cai- 
rene fashion, never came. 

Short, paunehy, and cressed ina 
casual open-necked shirt and old 
striped pants, Basheer sit tapping 
his finger on a small desk covered 
with papers. An article on the Arab 
summit in Amman was in progress 
when he took time out to speak to 
The Jerusaiem Post last week, 

Basheer was Egypt's “last” Arab 
League representative before the 
Arab world's 1978 break with Cairo 
over the peace process. 

“Thope | will soon be supersed- 
ed,” he said with a smile, referring 
to his country's breathless hopes 
that the Amman sunimit underway 
this weck would restore Eeypt to the 
League, or at least pave the way for 
thal possibility through a restoration 
of diplomatic ties with individual 
states, 

Basheer may be better known to 
Esraclis us the ex-husband of Egyp- 
tian renegade Sanna Hassan, who 
came to Israel privately three years 
before Sadat, and wrote about her 
ventures in Enemy in the Promised 
Land. 

But although Hassan so descrip- 
lively criticized Egypt's decaying 
clite, its fossilized sovial mares and 
modes of thinking, she sceins -to 
have entirely overlooked the quick 
intellect and cloquent unpreten- 
tiousness of her own former lus- 
band. And while Huassan’s intellec- 
tual curiosily ted her to became an 
outcast in her own society, Basheer 
remained a man of Egypt, although 
able ta spoak the langunge of the 
West, 


TODAY, BASHEER still acts as an 
adviser in the Mubarak administra- 
tion, and is often used to articulate 
its thinking on issues considered ton 
sensitive to be discussed puhticl 
and formally by top government ok 
ficials. - ὲ

Sadat had a vision of just that 
kind of setttement when he jour- 
neyed ta Jerusalem in 1977, Basheer 
asseried. 

“But Sadat was only a convert to 
that vision, not its originator. He 
gets the credit for being the man 
who took the risk, and got the taste 
of making that vision come true, but 
only the taste." 

Sadat offered a peek at that vi- 
sion in his first speech before the 
Knesset. 

“To my chagrin, Israc] never has 
responded in kind," said Basheer, 
“Tsrael never has offered, either be- 
fore or after his visit, an image of the 
Middle East in which we can have a 
mutually reinforcing and supportive 
relationship." : 

Instead, the diplomat charge, 10 
years tater Israel still operates on 
the premise that the Arab world un- 
derstands only sheer firepower, and 
that the “enemy of my enemy is my 
friend." 

Polnting to α΄ U.S. Information 
Service bulletin, he quoted Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin 85 saying on 
October 28 that, “Israel has nol 
changed its longstanding tit towards 
Iran” in the Gulf war. 

“Tits is so absurd with the kind of 
extremism Khomeini exudes," Ba- 
sheer observed, “This kind of think-

On the Palestinian issue, Basher 
added, “Israel is clawing in the air, 
trying lo say the Palestinians do not 
exist as a national political group. 
Israel has not come up with any 
Peace proposals that would be ac- 
ceptable to the “most moderate” 
Palestinians. 


Even Egyptian mediation efforts 
come up against roadblocks. Ba- 
sheer, for instance, was the man be- 
hind the recent San Dicgo State 
University peace conference, twice 
Postponed because {sraeli authori- 
ties barred moderate Palestinians 
from leaving the country. 

“Every time I try to conduct a 
conference trying to get mainstream 
Palestinians tatking to mainstream 
Israelis, we get Rabin or somebody 
Preventing (Gaza lawyer) Fayez 
Abu Rahme from leaving the coun- 
try,” he said. ᾿ 

“Una way, an extremist like Meir 
Kahane has been honest in the way 
he frames the dilemma: You either’ 
kill them or expel them, or live with 
them.

Leaning over and clapping a 
screwdriver into the palm of his 
hand, he asked: “Did you ever give 
them freedom? I'm not telling you 
to accept reality unarmed. Agree, or 
negotiate for a period in which they 
will have political, cultural and eco- 
nomic freedoms, but be 
demilitarized." 

After 10 years, Israelis on the 
right must end the “politics of Spec- 
ulation,” he declared, 

“Some will ask, ‘Why doesn't 
Egypt take refugees?" But Egypt al- 
ready has 1.2 million babies born 
every year, Between 1981 and 1987, 
we Increased by seven million -- the 
fora of Israel, Jordan and

Others on the Israeli Tight, ac- 
cording to Basheer, believe that if 
the Soviet Union opened its gates to 
two million Jews, or if U.S. Jews 
emigrated en masse, Israel would 
have the demographic tight to hold 
onto the territories without 
compromise.

power plant, and Isract’s tucit Suip- 
port for Iran. 

“We have been able to take all of 
the static, to act in relative terms, 
and not in absolute terms, Egypt has 
kept the peace. We have learned 
even to work with an Israeli govern. 
ment in which the prime minister, 
Mr. Shamir, didn't vote for the 
peace treaty. Having peace is deal- 
‘Ing with reality, with all of its 
contradictions." 

Meanwhile, Egypt, he said, has 
more trade with Israel than meets 
the eye, trade in oil and agriculture, 
and exchanges and joint projects in 
science. 

As for the average man on the 
street, “Cairo is a city that tulks 
about peace, about economic pro- 
jects and prices going up, not about 
war," 

The tortuous road thal led to a 
Taba accord has proven once again 
to critics that agreement with Israel 
can be negotiated. 

“We diffused the issue of Taba,” 
Busheer declared. “The issue is 
somewhere in Geneva with techni- 
cians and legalists. They are talking 
to each other." 

The overwhelming Arab support 
for Egypt's position on an interna 
tional peace conference represents 
another step forward, in the eyes of 
Basheer. 

“Egyptian policy under Mubarak 
is balanced and down to earth. It 
cooperates with those elements of 
Israeli policy that support peace. 
And it is approved by more Arabs 
today than five years ago.” 

Peace with Israel is not an alliance 
against-the Arabs, but paves the way 
for a comprehensive settlement. 

The trauma of making peace has 
ended, “but maybe human beings 
can work better with realistic expec- 
tations," he observed. 

“When you have the stupor of 
peace, you see the vision — not the 
ground you are standing on.

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The voices against peace with Israel have become increasingly shrill in Egypt today. Meanwhile, the government 

continues to maintain nominal relations with its former enemy. The Israeli-Arab impasse over the Palestinian problem 
poisons the atmosphere, eroding the potential for developing relations further. The Post's Elaine Ruth Fletcher reports 
from Egypt, 10 years after the historic visit by President Sadat to Jerusalem.

Anwar Sudat’s stunning flight ta Je- 
rusalem, it debule is raging inside of 
Egypt over the peace he sought to 
make with Israel. Aud the psycho- 
logical barriers to peace, which he 
overcame, are still evident in the 
most powerful sectors of soviety. 

Government policy, in the words 
of one rare critic, combines the for- 
mulily of a peace treaty with the 
thetorie of anti-Isracti_ hostility, 
broadcast by an ever bolder opposi- 
tion press. ᾿ 

“I'm not sure there is any clear 
thinking in the government. ἵ don't 
know where they're going,” snid Dr, 
Mohammed Sha‘alan, αὶ prominent 
psychiatrist who has been active 
promoting Arab-lewish dialogue for 
10 years despite threats and 
reeeinione ; 

“The opposition has propagated 
the idea that Camp David wis pasate 
thing we did to our Arab brothers... 
And unfortunately, our government 
now thinks like the opposition, 
while acting Κα, ἃ government, 11 
acts by respecting the peace treaty, 
by formally and politely relating to 
Istaolis.

Pet the Palestinian problem, 
however real, also provides a social 
safety valve for students from the 
frustrations of their own Egyptian 
society, still struggling with democ- 
racy, with religious and political ex- 
tremes, and with overwhelming eco- 
nomic problems. 

For example, while Palestinian 
students at An-Najah and Bir Zeit 
University demonstrate and politic 
endlessly, Nisrin and her peers 
grumble and complain that they are 
forbidden to discuss religion or poli- 
tics in their school newspaper, so as 
to avoid controversies that would 
divide the multi-cultural school 
body.

Farnawany is one of the best-

state of Zimbabwe when Sadat made 
his trip to Jerusalem. He opposed

the Sadat era in Africa, patching up _

Now, in his comfortable home in 
the affluent Heliopolis suburb of

“But [ am very pessimistic. I don't 
find any indication that the Israeli 
government wants peace. 

“Epypt is continuing its peace 
treaty, continuing to maintain nor- 
mal relations. But the people are 
not for normal relations, maybe not 
for any,relations at all, if they find 
Israel continues its policy of 
occupation.” 

“The peace trealy was accepted 
by an overwhelming majority of 
public opinion,” he conceded. But 
now people feel they've been 
betrayed.” 


Anis Mansour 
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THE CONTRAST between 1977 
and today became even starker 
as former Sadat confidante Anis 
Mansour reminisced about Egypt- 
tian euphoria over the historic peace 
initiative. At that time, Mansour 
was the editor of the prestigious Oc- 
tober magazine which he also found- 
ed, and privy to the inner thoughts 
of the president. Today, Monsour is 
the magazine's “cultural adviser,” 
and a literary columnist for another 
newspaper.” - 


Other names associated with Sa- 
dat have similarly moved from the 
innermost to the outer rings of polit- 
ical power: Former prime minister 
Mustopha Khalil now heads the 
Arab Development Bank, former 
defence minister and army chief of 
staff Abdel Ghane Gamase runs a 
Cairo golf club. Kamal Hassan Ali, 
also prime minister in the Sadat era, 
is ailing and often abroad. 


The “survivors” include Butros 
Ghali, longtime Ne. 2 man in the 
Foreign Ministry, and the clusive 
Osama el-Baz, aide to Mubarak 


when he was vice-president, and 
now the presidential adviser. 

In his own way, Mansour has in- 
corporated the government's cur- 
rent “cold peace” ideolugy into his 
own thinking. Fle carefully links the 
fruits of the current peace treaty to 
the “victory” of 1973 as well as to 
Sadat's initiative. 

“You Israelis are always in a hur- 
ry,” he declared leaning back in his 
chair in o spacious, air-conditioned 
office in the company of two young 
reporters who smiled at his jokes 
and well-aimed jibes. “You are very 
nervous. You are always in a hurry. 
The Egyptian pressure is not high 
pressure, not low pressure. 

“The Egyptian people have be- 
come accustomed to it (peace). Re- 
lations haven't yet been developed 
but by and by they will improve. Not 
the Israeli way but the Egyptian 
way: It has to take some more time. 

“ft know that in the Isracli press 
you are all preparing for special is- 
sues, special editions on the anniver- 
sary of Sadat's visit. I don't think 
we'll have the same reaction, Maybe 
you will find this occasion passes by 
without being noticed in the Egyp- 
tian press,” 

Israelis are alway looking for 
more “normalization” in their rela- 
tions with Egypt, Mansour mused. 
But Israelis are addicted to “abnor- 
malization" as a mental state, a way 
of life. Egypt, meanwhile, is looking 
for its own normalization -- with the 
Arab world. 

“We ate married to two wives 
that are cross with each other. Polit- 
ical polygamy," said Monsour. “But 
we'll continue the marriage, and we 
may even have more wives." 

Egypt has her own internal prob- 
lems as well. “If you have one Geula 
Cohen, we have thousands," said 
Mansour. “If you have one Kahane, 
we have millions of fundamentalists 
who are against any relationship 

with the Jews.” 

With a grand gesture toward the 
window, he points to the Nile. “You 
want everything here and now. But 
take a look at the river. Sec how it 
moves very slowly.” 


LOOKING BACK to 1977, Man- 
sour noted that Egypt was briefly 
jolted from its eternal pace into jet- 
age diplomacy. 

“At the time I was in Mecca on 
the Haj,” he recalled, and it was just 
before the Moslem feast of Id al- 
Adha, the feast of the Sacrifice. 'Aa- 
dat had been hinting about going to 
Jerusalem, If you reread his speech- 
es, you can see he had been playing 
with the idea for a long time, trying 
to test the feeling of the people. 

“So I phoned him from Mecca, I 
asked him if he was seriously think- 
ing of going. 1 told him ] wanted to 
go with him, and he sent a plane to 
bring me from Mecca to Cairo. That 
makes the Moslems furious -- that I 
left the pilgrimage to go to Israel.” 
(Sadat, interestingly enough, de- 
scribed the journey as a pilgrimage 
to Islam's third most sacred site, the 
Al-Aksa Mosque.) 

Mansour said he later asked Sadat 
how he feJt when he was on the 
plane, en route to Jerusalem. 

“He said, ‘As if | was enchanted 
or intoxicated.’ "ἢ 

Added Mansour, “It was a cock- 
tail of courage, hope, big expecta- 
tions, and apprehension.” 

At midnight of the firs day in 
Jerusalem, Mansour asked ta see 
the president. 

“1 found him in his pajamas. He 
asked me, ‘How did you find every- 
thing?" 1 said, "Mr. President, you'll 
be pleased. The enthusiasm on the 
street is overwhelming. [ even saw 
some people carrying their televi- 
‘sion sets into the street just to see 
Sadat in person and in the proces-

‘There must be peuple who 
work for peace. 1 think this is the 
feeling of the moderates." 

Abd El-Satar El-Tawila, 1 Marx- 
ist leftist and editor of the pro-gov- 
ernment tagazine Roz el- Youssef, 
was one of the relatively few voices 
on the left which Supported Sadat's 
peace process, Elis opinion is signifi- 
cant today in that it shows that pro- 
peace currents still exist within the 
Mubarak administration, 

“You will find that most Egyptian 
people disagree with the leading op- 
position political parties -- the small 
parties, who don't want peace with 
Isruel,” said El-Tawila, one of the 
few left-wingers who agrees to meet 
with Isracii journalists. 

“The Egyptian people want 
peuce, support peace, and don't 
want to destroy peace or Israel. But 
if you ask any Egyptian, he will sny 
to you that he has been frustrated 
and disappointect that the Isracli 
government has destroyed and hurt 
the hope that existed in the heart of 
the Egyptians.” .

But the only way to peace, 
stressed El-Tawila repeatedly, is the 
establishment of a Palestinian state. 
If this had been done long ago, if the 
Palestinians had accepted the exis- 
tence of Israel, and if Israel had 
been willing to relinquish Jand, then 
Egypt and Israel would be working 
together today in developing the 
Middle Ἐπεὶ and Africa and elimi- 
nating poverty rather than trying to 
put out the still-burning embers of 
war, 

He spoke nimost wistfully of a 
vision of the forfeited past, and of 
an unrealized futuro, : 

“The prosperity of Israel would 
be like that of Monaco. You, an 
Israeli would come to me saying, ‘I 
was recently on a tour of Algeria, 
Constantinople, Morocco. Now I'm 
going to Mozambique on an eco- 
nomic Uevelopment mission with 20 
Israelis and 20 Egyptians."

“It was a traumatic experience.” 
said Sha‘alun, 50. “Nusser’s news 
media had convinced me Egypt was 
at its glory - the mighty armed 
forces, mighty Egypt, mighty sociat- 
ism. To witness all of this dissipating 
in just a few hours meant that the 
power and nationalism was just an 
illusion.” 

He developed personal relation- 
ships abroad with Jews and Israelis 
which allowed him to see the “other 
side of the story.” 

Αἱ that same time, the psychia- 
trist recalled feeling that, “the ra- 
tional approach the PLO took of 
calling for a secular democratic state 
of Moslems, Christians and Jews 
also was progressive, as apposed to 
the Nasser phenomenon of denying 
the existence of Israel.” 

When Sadat made his journey to 
Jerusalem, “It was like 1 was think- 
ing aloud,” said Sha'alan, who saw 
the peace initiative as “sensible, 
practical, realistic and very 
idealistic.” 

He soon became involved in activ- 
ities sponsored by the American 
Psychiatric Association and other 
groups to promote greater interper- 
sonal understanding between Jews 
and Arabs, Palestinians and Israelis. 

‘The peak of his activity was per- 
haps in 1984, when he organized the 
interreligious encounter at St. Cath- 
erine’s Monastery, which succee- 
ded beautifully after months of 
nerve-wracking preparations. 

“There was so much pressure -- 
.Social pressure and threats by 
friends and enemies. I was accused 
of obtaining Israeli spies and using 
sex to lure young Egyptians (to the 
encounter).”” ὃ 

_One hundred-and-thirty Egyp- 
tians, Israelis, Palestinians and 
Americans Jews took part in the 
five-day emotional journey atop 
Mount Sinai, Even a few Japanese 
and American Indians who had be- 
come intrigued by the venture 
joined in. 

., The first two days were spent in 
silent communication, “climbing the 
mountain together where Moses 
spoke to God, eating together, sup- 
Porting each other on the way.”

“T've been trying to approach the 
conflict through the idea that there 
is one God, who happened to send 
Several prophets, and there’s no 
point in killing each other's follow- 
ers since we all are basically trying 
to arrive at the same God,” said 
Sha‘alan. 


AS HE SEES it, there are two kinds 
of religious trends in Egypt and in 
the Middle East today.

“Egyptian society has a tendency 

tuwards Sufiism. Individuals are 
more likely to shun a group or a 
leader and resort to the power of 
meekness, aloneness and Patience. 
And you'll find this among those [ 
might call the true Egyptian charac. 
ter -- the person who is nol western- 
ized or pseudo-Islamized.” It is in 
these true Egyptians that Sha‘alan 
vests his still-existent hope for 
peace. But after 10 yeurs, he is tired 
of the struggle -- and so, perhaps, 
are the Egyptian people. 
- “In the present phase, people are 
weary, indifferent to peace, to no- 
peace. They are only interested in a 
piece of daily bread. 

“What are the prospects for the 
coming phuse? More failure to de- 
liver by the Arabs balanced by more 
of a need for Egypt by the Arabs; 
hopefully, more pragmatic, less 
ashamed policies. If people are not 
interested any more in wining the 
Arabs because they are not deliver- 
ing, then we might begin to act like ἃ 
normal isolationist state dealing 
with its neighbours -- Israel, Jordan, 
Saudi Arabia. We might become 
more rational, pragmatic, and stop 
all of this pseudo-Islam, pseudo- 
Arab nationalism and search for 
more real solutions.”

1S THE ENEMY human or not? 
That is question still being debated 
in many corners.of Egypt's elite to- 
day.

“T can’t believe J am making ἃ cup 
of tea for my enemy,” he said, shak- 
ing his head, He had not conceded 
one iota of his Communist idevlogy 
of destruction and revolution, but it 
was overcome for at least a moment 
by a more traditional Egyptian sense 
of hospitality. 

What does‘one do with an enemy?

‘Until then, Dayan thought in terms of a secret negotiation 
dramatically,’ he tells The 


“CONTRARY te accepted wis- 
dom, Moshe Dayan did net promise 
the Egyptians the return of the 
whole of Sinai in exchange fur the 
Sadat visit or peace... Dayan was us 
astonished as the rest of us when 
Sadat announced his readiness to 
come to Jerusalem,” says cabinet 
secretary Elyakim Rubinstein. 

During the second half of 1977, 
Rubinstein was serving as Foreign 
Minister Dayan’s adviser and chef 

du cabinet. 

“Dayan believed, and he repeut- 
ed this consistently and periodically 
from 1973 to mid-1977," he told The 
Jerusalem Post \ast week, “that the 
Egyptians were ready for some form 
of peace process or non-belligerency 
with Israel, but would proceed to- 
wards it secretly, slowly, cautiously, 
and that the upshot would not be a 
formal, full peace treaty.” 

Dayan’s belief in the evolution of 
such non-belligerency wis based 
mainly, according to Rubinstein, on 
Egypt's opening of the Suez Canal, 
the reconstruction of the canil-side 
cities and the industrialization of the 
canal zone. “Egypt, he reasoned, 
had done all this with peace in mind. 
They would not go to war again and 
endanger it all." 

Dayan’s meeting in Moroceo in 
September 1977 with King Hassari 
-and the Egyptian deputy prime min- 
ister, Hassan Touhami, fell into this 
pattern of expected covert contacts. 

“Contrary to legend, 1 did not 
accompany Dayan on these trips,” 
says Rubinstein. “But immediately 
afterwards, he told me what had 
been said and 1 read the minutes. 
And it is simply not true that Dayan 
had promised Touhami all of Sinai 
in a peace settlement. Hence. it was 
ποῖ true (hat this is what persuaded 
Sadat to decide on his visit τὸ Jeru- 
salem two months Jater. 

“Rather the opposite. At the 
meeting, Touhami told Dayan to 
convey to then prime minister Begin 
Β message from Sadat: that Sadat 
would not shake Begin's hand until

Rubinstein finds it “difficult to 
determine" the contribution of the 
Dayan-Touhami meeting to the Sa- 
dat visit.

BETWEEN SEPTEMBER and No- 
vember 9, “there was no indication, 
none, that Sadat intended to em- 
bark on the dramatic journey,” says 
Rubinstein. Later, it emerged that 
on October 31, Sadat had informed 
President Carter that he intended to 
take “a bold step" -- to call on the 
five permanent members of the UN 
Security Council to convene in Jeru- 
salem. But Carter dissuaded Sadat. 

“And then came the Sadat speech 
of November 9, when he dropped 
the bombshell, and announced in 
parliament his readiness to come to 
Jerusalem. It was the first we heard 
of his intention to visit Jerusalem. 
And even then, it wasn't taken seti- 
ously. It was only days later, about 
four days before his actual arrival, 
that we related to it seriously. Be- 
fore then, it was viewed with 
suspicion.” 

“Indeed, on November 13 Dayan 
told us that it was possible that the 
visit was intended to serve as an alibi 
for war, or could precipitate a slide 
to war. Dayan said then that from 
our point of view, the question was 
whether we should have to pay for 
the visit in real estate.” 

On November 15, Dayan had 
clearly moved to a more positive 
appreciation of what was in store. 
“Moshe said that if the visit took 
place, it would have great impor- 
tance, He added that in exchange 
for peace, Sadat would no doubt 
demand a complete withdrawal, and 
self-determination for the Palestin- 
ians, which would mean that they 
themselves would determine what 
would be done with the territories to 
be evacuated...Moshe’s assumption 
was that it was also necessary to 
prepare answers on the Palestinian 
question, which Sadat would contin- 

to address.” ᾿ 
» the measure of Israeli disbelief 
that Sadat would actually come can 
pérhaps be gauged by the fact that at 
ihe meeting on ‘November 10 be- 
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tween Dayan and U.S. Ambassador 
Samuel Lewis, the main subject was 
still Geneva and Syria's recalci- 
trance. “Moshe made only one 
brief, positive reference to the idea 
of a Sadat visit." 

On November 16, Begin sent Sa- 
dat a formal invitation to visit Jeru- 
salem. The invitation was accompa- 
nied, at Sadat's request, by a 
covering note from Carter. The pre- 
vious day, in order not to leave Sa- 
dal isolated, Begin, in a speech in 
the Knesset, had extended invita- 
tions to the other Arab leaders to 
visit Israel and had proposed that 
Palestinian leaders from the West 
Bank and Gaza join in talks with 
Isracl “to discuss coexistence.” 

On November 17; Sadat respond- 
ed that he was coming, and said that 
he wished to visit Al-Aksa Mosque, 
hold talks with Begin and address 
the Knesset. 

(Two-and-a-half years later, on 
June 4, 1979, Sadat told Dayan in 
Cairo that he decided on the visit in 
order to create “a positive earth- 
quake,” and that he had taken the 
decision “after hearing from Roma- 
nian President Ceausescu posilive 
things about Prime Minister Begin 
and his leadership.”) 


“THAT MOMENT at Lydda air- 
port, when Sadat stepped off the 
plane, I still regard as the most ex- 
citing, exhilarating moment of my 
professional life,’ Rubinstein 
wrote. “Nothing, not Camp David, 
the signing of the peace treaty, noth- 
ing quite matched it. I wasn't sup- 
posed to be there, but Dayan, as a 
special gesture, stopped by on his 
way to Lydda and said: ‘Get in’, 
On the way back to Jerusalem 
from the airport, Rubinstein sat in 
front (‘squeezed between the driv- 
er and guard”), with Dayan and 
Egyptian Minister of State for For- 
eign Affairs Butros Ghali in the 
back. : : 
“Their conversation was polite 
and pleasant,” but the wall betwecn 


them was still high. Ghali repeatedly 
emphasized the Palestinian prob- 
lem, and why, in the light of Arab 
unity, Egypt could not act alone. 
‘The two discovered that they shared 
a hobby -- archeology. “It wus possi- 
ble to fecl the uniqueness of the’ 
moment and that a new.cra was 
dawning." 

During the lunch on November 
20, before Sadat and Begin ad- 
dressed the Knesset, Mustapha 
Khalil, Sadat's aide, said that Egypt 
did not want to “create the impres- 
sion of direct negotiations with Isra- 
el.” He thus implicitly rejected Be- 

in's suggestion that a “hot line” be 
installed between the two capitals. 

Sadat said that he wished to hear 
what Israel was ready to do and 
what not, and that Geneva was not 
high among his concerns. ὁ 

Dayan, according to Rubinstein, 
gained the impression that the presi- 
dent was willing to go ahead without 
fellow Arabs in the dialogue with 
Israel. He didn't care about proce- 
dures or “papers”, he was interested 
only in tackling the substantive is- 
sues. “There was the impression 
that his views were not systematic or 
well-ordered,” says Rubinstein. 

Once the visit was on, “it was 
clear to Dayan that a process of 
some sort had started. But it was all 
enigmatic. }t wasn’t clear what kind 
of process. Sadat was a man of sur- 
prises: one couldn't know [where it 
was all leading].” Ἶ 

At dinner after the Knesset 
speeches, Sadat said at one point 
that he would not invite Begin to 
Egypt until Israel evacuated all 
Egyptian territory. Afterwards, 
there was discussion of possible ven- 
ues for continuing the negotiations. 
Dayan spoke of Iran arid Moracco, 
Sadat of Austria. 


DAYAN WAS PLEASED to hear 
from Begin that Sadat regarded him 
as “Ὁ man who understands the Ar- 
abs and the Arab states,”’ but he felt 
that negotiating with any Egyptian 
other than Sadat would be fruitless,

“The prime minister at that point 
was uncertain, us it was not Cairo 
and there wouldn't be an appeur- 
ance in the Egyptian parliament 
..Dayan supported the prime min- 
ister's visit to Ismailia, arguing that 
only Sadat was capable of making 
concessions.” 

Dayan, says Rubinstein, was im- 
pressed by Sadut's calling him by his 
first nume. The two exchanged 
pleasantries about Duyan's three 
“visits” ta Egypt as a general and 
defence minister, during wars. Sa- 
dat responded: “T tricd to catch you 
three times.” 

In truth, Rubinstein wrote, 
“proper, carrect relations devel- 
oped between the two men, but no 
special ‘chemistry’. He believes 
this was due to Dayan's image in the 
Arab world as a symbol of “martial 
Israel." 

At the end of the visit, Dayan. 
wrote Rubinstein, composed one of 
his occasional limerick-style jingles: 

“A great wind came suddenly 

and the bells of peace chimed 

courageously, 

President Sadat 

in Israel landed 

Did it happen or was ita dream?” 

“[ liked it and asked him to dedi- 
cate it to me. And so he wrote: "Τὸ 
Elia gift -- he who hates gilts, etc.” 


THE UNITED STATES, for at 
least « month after the visit, contin- 
ued to push everybody towards a 
reconvening of Geneva. 

“It took them more than a month 
io understand that a different pro- 
cess had begun, that the visit hil 
radically changed the situation.” 

It was only at the end of Decem- 
ber 1977, recalls Rubinstein, that “4 
senior American figure” told him 
that if “Sadat is going for u separate 
peace, then the U.S., while trying to 
nudge Hussein into the process as 
well, would support it.” 

This, for Rubinstein, was the first 
American acknowledgement that 
they had abandoned, or were setting 
aside, the “comprehensive” Geneva 
approath. 

In December, he recalls, Dayan 
proposed that the Americans host 
an Israeli interest section in their 
embassy in Cairo, to facilitate the 
peace process. “The Americans 
didn’t accept this,” says Rubinstein. 

That month, Dayan again met se- 
cretly with Touhami in Morocco. 
Matters of substance, as well as 
preparations for Begin's visit to Is- 
mailia, were discussed. Duyan ac- 
companied the Israeli-Egyptian 
peace process through the Camp 
David agreements and the signing of 
the Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty in 
1979. In October that year, he re- 
signed after the autonomy talks 
reached a deadlock. 

Subsequently, conveying Dayan’s 
assessment of the November 1977 
visit, Rubinstein wrote: 

“It was: an earthquake. Until 
then, Dayan thought in terms of ἃ 
secret negotiation on the level of 
Touhami.

Though Kadishai won't divulge 
exactly what. if anything, was prom- 
ised Sadat to ensure his visit, he 
does concede that the visit didn't 
materialize out of thin air. “Just 
what, if anything was the direct 
cause, 1 don't know and anything 
you read about it is unadulterated 
speculation. Nobody really has the 
definitive answer; most likely it was 
the combination of a lot of things.” 


KADISHAI NOTES that “not too 
noticed by local and world media at 
the time, was the call which Begin 
made in his victory speech on the 
election night of May 17, 1977 when 
he defeated Labour at the polls. He 
invited the Egyptian, Jordanian and 
Syrian leaders to meet with him to 
make peace. He said he was willing 
to go to their capitals, or host them 
here, or parley with them on neutral 
territory, if that was their prefer- 
ence. Begin then repeated the same 
call on June 20 when sworn as prime 
minister. Who knows? Maybe Sadat 
paid this call greater heed than the 
jaded journalists did,” Kadishai 
says. 

In a sense, he argues, Begin's two 
pronouncements could be seen as 
what started the ball rotling. “But 
then throughout that summer of 
1977 there were many indirect con- 
facts with the Egyptians. Despite 
the enmity, a certain amount of con- 
tact existed throught. These clan- 
destine contacts led to the mecting 
that summer between Israel's new 
foreign minister, Moshe Dayan, and 
Hassan Tohami of Egypl. Dayan 
flew off to Paris, und from there 
travelled in disguise to Morocco, 
where he conferred with Tohami. It

“Begin spent long hours with Presi- 
dent Ceaucescu, walking with him in 
his large residential garden and talk- 
ing. Begin emphasized to the Roina- 
nian president Israel's determina- 
tion to safeguard its existence. He 
elaborated on the dangers faced by 
the Jewish state and yet expounded 
on its deep-seated desire for peace. 
Ceaucescu was impressed with Be- 
gin. Sadat visited Ccaucescu not 
much later and 1 imagine that cer- 
tain messages were exchanged and 
impressions conveyed. Sadat later 
reported himself that Ceaucescu 
had told him that Begin was a man 
whom he could trust,” Kadishai 
points out. 

“A lot of irons were in the fire at 
the same time,” he related, “but 
then things started moving very 
quickly. When Sadat made his his- 
toric speech to the People’s Council 
in mid-November announcing his 
intention to go tu Jerusalem, we 
were surprised.

ΠῚ may sarprise many people to 
learn that disabled suldiers de not 
account for a large proportion af the 
country’s handicapped -- a fact 
which should not detract, however, 
from the national significance of this 
special population. There are ap: 
proximately 28,00) disabled sol- 
diets. ‘The rest of the huge figure is 
comprised of people with disabilities 
due to birth defeets, illnesses and 
acchlemts. 

Additionally, over half-a-nillion 
israclis are in the senior citizen 
(over 60) category. While these two 
categories - the Iindicapped and 
the elderly -- sometimes overlap, the 
Iwo groups fugether constitute 
soinewhere between half-a-million 
and one million Israelis, or any- 
where up to 25 per cent of the popu- 
tation, One would think that such a 
large group would form a potential 
market for special consumer prod- 
ucts, whether such simple and inex- 
pensive ilems as grab-rails or more 
costly electric wheelchairs, 

There are, however, no special 
department stores for the disabled, 
nu “hypermarkets” for the handi- 
capped, In fact, there are very few 
Places a hundicapped person or his 
family members can go to sec a size- 
able display of products which could 
make their lives easier. 

There are some objective reasons 
for this lack of lurge specialty shops. 
An ubvions one is that disnbilities 
vary so greatly in type and degree 
that it would be very difficult for a 
shopkeeper to keep a large range of 
goods in stock and particularly cost- 
ly as many, though not all, of the 
special products for the handi- 
capped are imports, most of them 
duty-free. Very often, the so-called 
importers’ "showruoms™ are little 
more than offices full of cutulogucs 
from which products may be 
ordered. 

Another obstacle to commercial 
marketing for the handicapped is 
that the potential customer often 
has rights to a subsidy or grant from 
ἃ government ministry (health, de- 
fence, labour) so that a purchase 
involves a considerable amount of 
bureaucratic. procedure and waiting 
time. Only buying very small items 
is apt to be a straight, over-the- 
counter transaction,

I could not heip noticing that the 
store's premises al 35 Rehov Bilu in 
Tel Aviv (corner of Marmorek, near 
the Mann Auditorium) would not he 
easily accessible to a wheelchair- 
user, because there are two steps to 
the entrance, and no ramp. On the 
other hand, Zarzewsky is set up to 
handle orders by phone with credit 
card payment and home delivery;

THE MOST COMPLETE displays 
of equipment for the handicapped 
are not located in the commercial 
domain, however, but at non-profit 
institutions. There are really two in- 
dispensable addresses for anyone in 
heed of — al information on, 
and guidance in, the multi-faceted 
field of aids for the disabled. The 
two agencies are not rivals, but com- 
plement each other. 

One is Yad Sarah in Jerusalem, 
which not only displays but loans 
equipment against a deposit and 
sells it at cost price. The other is 
Milbat in the Tel Hashomer hospital 
complex just outside Tet Aviv, 
which displays and demonstrates 
equipment, but neither loans nor 
sells it. It does, however, provide 
addresses where items can be ob- 
tained. 

Milbat is the acronym of a long 
Hebrew name which roughly means 
“Israeli centre for technical accesso- 
ries, building and transportation for 
the handicapped.” It was opened six 
years ago this month in basement 
premises provided by Tel Hashomer 
(as the Sheba Medical Centre is 
oe eek known), although it is an 
independent, non-profit institution. 
It gets a token grant from the De- 
fence Ministry, but is mostly sup- 
ported by contributions. Today's 
volunteer chairman of Milbat is en- 
gineer Danny Barak of the Weiz- 
mann Institute. Milbat was set U 
and is managed by Abigail Freed- 
man, originally of Glasgow, who ἰ5 
trained occupational therapist. She 
was invited here because of her ex- 
perience at a similar establishment 
in London, the Disabled Living 
Foundation. The locally-trained oc- 
cupational therapists working with 
her are Ruthie Levy and Shoshi 
Goldberg, the latter herself a wheel-

It 
has 55 branches throughout the 
country, and national headquarters 
in Jerusulem, at 43 Rehov Hane- 
wim. Although only 10 years old, 
Yad Surah has achieved a fine repu- 
tation and has already won the Pres- 
idential Award for Voluntary Ser- 
vice. It is supported entirely by 
contributions, both locally and from 
abroud. ᾿ 

About a half year ago, Yad Sarah 
opened a permanent exhibit in Jeru- 
salem, which includes a model 
apartment for the handicapped lo- 
cated at 23 Rehov Gat in the Kiryat 
Moshe quarter. Anyone can walk 
straight in, Sundays through Thurs- 
days, 9 a.m. to 12 noon, but those 
who want counselling are advised to 
make an appointment, tel. ()2- 
535836. Afternoon hours, on Mon- 
days, are to be instlituled soon. 
There is no charge. 

Neither is there any charge for 
borrowing equipment fram Yad Sa- 
tah if what one needs is available on 
loan; there is only τι modest monthly 
deposit fee.

livelihood. 

The national director of Yad Sa- 
Tah, Yossi Weiner, does not deny 
that the organization has, in some 
mstances, become an importer. He 
justifies this by saying that Yad Sa- 
tah wants to see that handicapped 
People get the equipment they need 
at the lowest possible prices and 
with a guarantee of reliable servic- 
ing, which, he says, has not always 
been provided by all the commercial 

. Importers, Already today, Yad Sa- 
tah has facilities for repairing whecl-

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STRUCTURALISM In Architecture 
-- an exhibition devised by Prof. Al 
Mansfeld -- explains, through pho. 
tos and texts. ynantiic system of 
building whilst highlighting simulta- 
neously his own cureer as one of 
Israel's most prominent architects. 
As distinct [rem the more com- 
mon ‘syncretic’ approach to building 
design (for example, the Knesset) 
where every detail is decided from 
the start -- with no allowances made 
for the addition or alteration of later 
features which would spoil the har- 
mony of the original plan -- the 
‘structuralist’ approach, favoured by 
Mansfeld (and several major Euro- 
pean architects, among them Le 
Corbusier), is flexible, geared for 
growth and change, even when up- 
plied to the function of 5 building. 
Te demonstrate this approach, 
Mansfeld and his team have ἴον 
cused their attention on four large 
projects undertaken during the past

‘This building, built using 
open-ended and repetitive modular 
units perhaps illustrates the advan- 
tages of the structuralist system 
best, as‘can be gauged by viewing 
the recent *naturi ddition of the 
Pavilion for Israeli Art, and from 
plans, now in the final stages, for a 
new wing for 2thh-century Art. 
Mansfeld has been assisted by Jor- 
gen Bo, a Danish architect specializ- 
ing in museum design. 
Photographs and plans for these 
four buildings are presented on the 
outer surfaces of ἡ wooden linear 
construction whose adaptable form 
demonstrates the adaptability of the 
same system. On its inner recesses 
photographs and designs for other 
buildings by Mansfeld are on view. 
Some are unrealized projects while 
others, such as the ‘Blue Coast Pro-

Maybe, be- 
cause these works induce an analyti- 
cal state of mind in the spectator, 
this ‘dissection’ has the effect of 
making one more aware than usual 
of the affinities and eclectic sources 
of Nikel’s art. ;

Getting 
rid of all the opposition and assorted 
backsliders was, for Stalin, just a 
continuation of the Great Purge.

They hud on their hands 
countless Russian slave-libourers 
who had never worn a German wni- 
form ur even a Russian one: they had 
even captured White officer emigre 
veterans who were not Soviet 
citizens. Lord Bethel tells us how all

parallel here with how the Nazis 
Sometimes suceeded in lulling their 
Jewish victims into a sense of false 
security. Lord Bethell, quoting Brit- 
ish officers on the spot, decries the 
dreadful scenes that took pluce when 
British oops were finally required 
to use force to load the frantic Cos- 
sacks ind their wives and children 
into the departing trucks that would 
tnke so many of them to their deaths 
(the Cossack officers were shot out 
of hand by the Soviet reception par- 
ties and only about half of the rest 
survived the Sovict labour camps); it 
was all like some dreadful parody of 
the Warsaw Ghetto aktionen. Yes, 
these men had fought for the Ger- 
mans, but their families had not, and 
many of them had never accepted 
Soviet citizenship and were there- 
fore uot eligible for repatriation 
under the terms of the Yalta Agree- 
ment. 


Allied zeal to give back all the 
Russians was born of several facts: 
they were anxious te get back Allied 
prisoners liberated by the Russians. 
Secondly, the Cold War had not yet 
set in; and Stalin, after all, had 
helped them win a war they might 
atherwise have lust. Hitlerism was 
wiped cut; Stalin, fur the lime being 
al least, was still the convivial and 
even hervie “Uncle Joe." By the 
time the honeymoun was over, the 
Tepatriations were over. 


Lord Bethell’s is a remarkably 
dispassionate book. His detailed 
version of events und the historical 
background has never been seriously 
challenged. This edition even con- 
tains a good phuto of Lieut.-General 
Andrey Vlasov in a German uni- 
form. Vlasov, u tragic figure, the 
commander of the “Russian Libera- 
tion Army.” had fought the Ger- 
mans well until he was captured in 
1942. He then “came to believe” 
that Bolshevism represented 4 grea- 
ter threat to the Russians than the 
Germans. His “army” was never 
allowed tu operate alongside the 
Germans but was widely dispersed. 
Nobody knows how many Russians 
served init, but estimates range from 
500,000 to one million. They had one 
“brief moment of glory” when under 
the command of General Sergei 
Bunyachenko, a whole division of 
Viasov's Liberation Army tumed 
corts again and liberated Prague 
from their German masters, putting 
paid to an SS division battling the 
Czech Resistance. An American 
journalist  elese out that this great 
city was liberated not by the Allies 
but by “22,000 outlaws in German 
uniforms." Nobody, not even the 
Czechs, felt inclined to thank them. 


Vlasov took to drink and even- 
tually was hanged by the Russians. 
He deserved worse. He not only 
betrayed his country but brought 
added misery to Russians on both 
sides. The Cossacks too had in- 
dulged in many atrocities. They had 
lost and paid the price, 

This is a miserable story Tinged 
about by German, Russian and 
eventually Allied inhumanity, 
though I am not attempting to equ- 
ate all three. Neither does Lord 
Bethel. As Hugh Trevor-Roper 
writes in the introduction: “This is not 
a book that calls for judgement; it

THE DIGNIFIED-LOOKING 
elderly lady standing at her doorway 
on the cover of her book seems to be 
inviting us, the readers, with true 
Southern hospitality, into her home 
and her rich world of thoughts and 
memories, ideas and images, that 
awaits just beyond the threshhold. 
Eudora Welty, born and still resid- 
ing in Jackson, Mississippi, novelist, 
short story writer and critic, has 
made her unique mark, in her own 
lifetime, on the scene of contempor- 
ary American literature. 

How does one begin te eriticize ἃ 
crilic? If she can be called that, for 
criticism has after all a somewhal 
negative connotation, and the sec- 
tions here on writers ure overflowing 
with praise — delicious praise, music 
to un artist’s ear, Jane Austen, Hen- 
ry Green, Chekhov and Virginia 
Woolf are a sampling of the writers 
who earn Welty's marks of excell- 
ence. The only writer with whom 
fault is found is Arthur Mizener, for 
his biography of Ford Madox Ford. 
His fault, for Welty, isnotsomuchin - 
his writing itself as in his finding too 
much fault in Ford.

relative but that the contender for

Schwartz proposed, in what Har- 
vard's Stephen Jay Gould calls evo- 
lutionary scenarios, a ‘‘just so 
story,” that one branch of the 
human-orang-utan precursors 
evolved in Asia to produce the 
orang-utan and possibly the gibbon, 
while the branch that was left behind 
evolved to produce the true homi- 
nid, man. 


HERE, in a well-written and super- 
bly illustrated book, Schwartz ex- 
plains the background and the 
reasoning that fed him to agree to 
disagree with his peers. First and 
foremost, he felt that while everyone 
was busy looking for similarities be- 
tween man and apes, these similar- 
ities could often be written off us 
convergent evolution or parallel de- 
velopment dictated by conditions. 
What he started to look for was 
Unique characteristics that appeared 
only in man and one of the anthro- 
Poid apes. Not only did he find these 
Unique characteristics but he also 
found that most of these findings had

basically ambidexterous while 
orangs and humans are most often 
right-handed, left-handedness being 
the exception. An orang mother 
almost invariably carries her baby in 
her left arm, allowing freedom of the 
right urm for grasping branches and 
for collecting food. 


ANOTHER UN-APELIKE factor 
also attracted Schwartz's attention. 
Only humans and orang-utans have 
no estrus cycle accompanied by 
genital swelling. In chimpanzees and 
gorillas, this sexual swelling marks 
the only time when the female is 
physically capable of engaging in 
copulation. The orang-utan, on the 
other hand, breeds with her consort 
repeatedly during the entire monthly 
cycle. Unlike the chimps and goril- 
las, where the consortship is brief, 
and several different males may 
breed with the female during the few 
short days of estrus, the orang-utans 
had a consortship of several weeks 
duration and, even though it is usual- 
ly seven years between pregnancies, 
the female orang seeks out the same 
consort each time and copulates with 
him alone. Sex is indulged in fre- 

uently during the consortship. 
Copulatory acts are lengthy, in con- 
trast to the few seconds of mounting 
in other apes, and the invitation 
usually comes from the female. They 
also do not usually breed by mount- 
ing but copulate face to face with 
female in a prone position. The 
‘orang-utan is also the only ape with a 
gestation the same length as that of 
the human. 

Using these and other features too 
numerous to mention, Schwartz's 
scenario depicts a probable precur- 
sor of the orang-utan and the human 
that was parallel in time to the pre- 
cursors of the chimpanzees and the 
gorillas but distinctly different from 


them. He proposes a long-haired 
blonde to reddish animal, arboreal 
in habits, an eater of leaves, bark 
and nuts for the most part (see heavy 
molar enamel), which also had wide- 
ly separated pectoral breasts, sec- 
reted estriol, had the longest gesta- 
tion of any of its contemporaries, 
had no visible estrus cycle and was 
probably definitely right-handed. 

To what extent future research 
will prove or disprove Schwartz's 
controversial theory, it is too soon to 
say. The profession, because it has 
so few real experts, is rife with 
jealousy, and right now his theories 
are considered by many of his col- 
leagues as “beyond the pale.” If, 
however, this assessment follows the 
usual pattern of a switch in the 
paradigm, then it just might gradu- 
ate to “heresy,” go on to “a possible 
theory” and eventually wind up as 
“accepted knowledge.” If that 
should happen, then this may well be 
one of the most important books 
written on the subject. 


IT IS hard for any naturalist to write 
about animals he or she has studied 
in depth without falling into the 
well-known trap of anthropomor- 
phisation. It is so natural and so easy 
to find oneself attributing humanoid 
characteristics and emotions to 
another species that few naturalists 
have been able to separate them- 
selves from this habit. This objective 
observation and avoidance of pitfalls 
is even more difficult when one is 
dealing with a species that physically 
resembles man, that uses vocaliza- 
tions and facial expressions that 
seem to reflect our own, and that 
often exhibits behaviour so similar to, 


our own species, It is for this reason, 
among others, that Jane Goodall is. 


to be highly complimented. . : 

It has been 27 years since this 
Englishwoman, accompanied by her 
intrepid mother and a cook, took off 
for the shores of Lake Tanganyika in 
East Africa and set up her first 
station for the study of world chim- 
panzees. Here, in this compendious 
volume, Goodall, who earlier gave 
us her exciting book /n the Shadow 
of Man, now reports at length on the

JUST AS Goodall debunked, in her 
earlier work, the papular myth that 
chimpanzees are vegetarians, and 
showed them ta be opportunistic 
omnivores that on. ocession even 
hunt their food, now in this 
work — this is the longest field 
observation ever undertaken of any 
species — she topples other cherished 
beliefs. Observing the animiuls of 
Gombe, Govudall and her co- 
workers show prouf of cannibalism 
in the chimpanzee tribe, as express- 
ed by a mother and daughter, Pas- 
sion and Pom, who systematically 
prey on the young of other chimpan- 
zees. While it has been well estab- 
lished that the chimps do steal 
infant baboons from their mothers 
and eat them, thisis the first incident 
documented of chimps eating 


The sentimentalist's idyll of na- 
ture is shattered as Goodall lists in 
exact detail the injuries, illnesses 
and causes of death of chimps in the 
reserve over 25 years, and reports 
just how many of these injuries and 

. deaths are from agpressive actions 
on the part of other chimps. 

For the professional naturalist, 
there are intricate graphs covering 
hundreds, even thousands, of hours 
of observation of inter-group rela- 
tionships. They chart, for instance, 
how much time chimps in different 

ries spend with one another, 
and in what circumstances and fami- 
ial relationships. She shows that the 
strongest social bond is the mother- 
daughter bond and the sibling bond, 
although other, elective bondings 
are sometimes almost as strong. 

Another documented observation 
is the natural fastidiousness of 
chimps that clean themselves with 
leaves after becoming soiled. This is, 
as in our own species, highly indi- 
viduated, and there are pedants and 


TN ADDITION to her own resear- 
ches, Goodall gives a clear picture of 
what the Jaboratories and adoptive 
humans have learned about the 
chimpanzee. Since-the ‘ate ‘60s, 
when humans first stumbled onto the 
idea that, even if chimps could not 
talk effectively, they might be ableto 
learn the sign language of the deaf 
and muté,-great strides have been 
made in undetétanding the mentality 
of these relatives of ours. Yerkish, the 
machine language of Yerkes labor-, 
atories, hag also contributed a vast | 
amount of information that helps us 
understand πον a chimp thinks. 
Young chimps, taught this manner 
of communication, are quite adept at 
expressing their feelings, telling stor- 
ies of what happened to them and 
even forming certain ‘concepts. 
When first seeing a swan one young 
chimp made the signs for “water” 
and “bird.” Another termed water- 
melon as “‘candy-drink,”” while still 
another called a radish that was too 
sharp “hurt-ery-food.” 

There is also evidence that the 


chimpanzee can make up signs. 
When Lucy, a hand-rtised chimp, 
wanted to be put ona leash and 
walked, she didn’t have a word for 
jews so she hooked her index finger 
inty the ring of her collar and went to 
the door, Another, not koowiug the 
word for hee bib, traced its outline 
on her chest. ft turned out [πο Ὑ that 
this is the official sign for a bib, and 
the one her teacher had been 
teaching her was incorrect. 


ONE INCIDENT, concerning 


Vicki, a chimp reared in a human 
family, is most impressive. Vicki was 


being toilet-trained, and was given a 
sweet each time she remembered to 


use the facilities and keep her pan- 
ties dry. One dity a visiting zaulogist 
was alone with her when she began 
to squirm, ran to the jar where the 
swects were kept, took one sweel 
and then raced tu the bathroom. 
Apparently, the delay to get her 
sweet in advance wis too long, und 
an abashed und wet-bottomed Vicki 
retumed tu the roum, und put the 
sweet hack into the container, Could 
Vicki be showing that she knew she 
had not earned the reward? Could 
this be a kind of conscience? 

And if so, how will these studies 
ultimately affect man’s attitude to 
anthropoids? Will we be able to 
continue to treat them as objects of 
curiosity and entertainment, locking 
them in cages or exploiting them to 
their detriment in circuses? Will we 
be able, as the story of their intelli- 
gence unfolds, to use them as ex- 
perimental animals? These, and 
other questions Goodall touches 
upon but does not elaborate. [5]

ART AND ARCHITECTURE IN 
VICTORIAN MANCHESTER by 
John H.G. Archer. Manchester 
University Press. 200 pp. £11.95. 


MANCHESTER, according to 
Carlyle, was as “sublime as Niagara, 
or more so,” while to Disraeli it was 
the very embodiment of science and 
as great a human exploit as ancient 
Athens. There were, of course, dis- 
senting voices. Engels was so up- 
piled by the conditions he saw in 
Ancoats that, through Marx, his an- 
ger changed history. De Tocqueville 
called the city “8 foul drain,” but 
admitted that from it “the greatest 
stream of human industry flows out 
to fertilise the world, From this 
filthy sewer pure gold flows.” 

In short, where there's muck 
there's brass. In the Victorian age 
Manchester, as the greatest provin- 
cial English city, had the wealth and 
self-confidence to express itself 
through ambitious patronage of the 
arts. The prime example was the 
building of the new Town Hall, de- 
scribed as a “classic of its age," and 
its subsequent decoration with Ford 
Madox Brown's murals. This monu- 
ment to municipal patronage has 
overshadowed other examples, 
equally princely in scale, that in- 
clude the neo-classical Royal Mun- 
chester Institution (now the city art 
galtery), built in 1824, and the su- 
perb John Rylands Library, “com- 
pleted without regard to cost in 
1899.”

PAOLO AND Vittorio Taviani 
have made it. At least this is how the 
industry must sce their progress. 
The two brothers from San Miniato, 
not far from Florence, whose repu- 
tation for highly imaginative and un- 
usually militant political pictures es- 
tablished them as some kind of 
leading marginal figures, outside the 
mainstream of Italian commercial 
cinema, have gone a long way since 
The Subversives, Under the Sign of 
the Scorpion, San Michele Had a 
Rooster, or even Allonsanfan. 

From Padre Padrone onwards, 
they gradually diminished the politi- 
cal involvement to concentrate on 
human observation. They followed 
it with The Night of San Lorenzo 
and then Kaos. The budgets were 
small, the atmosphere intimate. 

Now, the process seems to be 
complete. All that remuins of poli- 
ties is a kind of apologetic, abstract 
notion. Art, man, beauty and spec- 
tacle are filling the gap and the Ta- 
vianis have made their first big-bud- 
get movie in America, the dream of 
every middle-class director. 

The film is Gaed Morning, Baby- 
fon. It is an enjoyable movie, intelli- 
gent, very pretty, sensitive, even if a 
mite too sentimental at times. 

Like many others before them, 
the Tavianis are paying their own 
tribute to the history of cinema. For 
them, film is the classic art of the 
20th century; working in movies is 
as respectable and as creative as it 
once was to build a cathedral.

when translated into dramatic 
terms. Without the personal story 
of Gavino Ledda in Padre Padrone, 
their own reminiscences of the war 
in The Night of San Lorenzo and 
Pirandella’s poetic basis in Kaos, 
the Tavianis sail this time on pure 
fiction. And fiction has never been 
their forte. 

Their strength lies in using starkly 
realistic facts and ascending through 
them to pure poetry of sound and 
image. In a way, they were neorea- 
lists exhausting the inspiration of 
Miracle in Milan, everyday life be- 
ing a springbuard for their marvel- 
lous flights of fancy. It was the jux- 
taposition of these elements, facts 
and imagination, that made their 
films so outstanding, as if they want- 
ed to unveil all the wonders sur- 
rounding us. 

Good Morning, Babylon is a dif- 
ferent case. The subject was sug- 
gested to them by Lloyd Fonvielle, 
who is also one of the film's produc- 
ers. And the idea itself is to make 
obeisance to one of the founding 
fathers of the seventh art, D.W. 
Griffith, not only by showing him in 
person, but also by giving him some 
of the most significant lines and 
quoting copiously from his pictures. 


NOT THAT there is anything im- 
possible in the basic premise of the 
story. Two of the younger sons in a 


family of master restorers of ancient 
churches decide, at the turn of the 
century, to leave Italy and try their 
luck in America. 

They start by being Chaplinesque 
immigrants, graduate into pigsties in 
the desert, join a group of Hulian 
masons on their way to the Univer- 
sat Fair in San Francisco to build the 
famous Italian Pavilion. 

From there, they drift ta Los An- 
geles and eventually manage to join 
the set decorators preparing Grif- 
fith’s monumental Babylonian se- 
quence in Jutolerance (therefore the 
title), and, at the same time, court 
two pretly chorus girls. 

Up to this point, the narrative is 
pretty linear. But once the boys 
have made it, the plot suddenly 
remembers that it has to deliver a 
political as well as artistic message. 

The parallel lines on which the 
two brothers have travelled until 
now are broken; the memory of 
their father and their homeland be- 
comes more effective, dramatically; 
and a symbolic finale blames the 
arbitrary, inhuman factors dragging 
the world into World War I. This 
anti-war message, which awes more 

than a little to Griffith, is rather out 
of tune with the general context of 
the picture. 


THERE IS LITTLE doubt that the 
Tavianis are masters of the film im- 
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age and the use ef sound and music 
lo complete the emotional experi- 
ence is their spe y 

The problem is thal once yuu 
know that, many things are entirely 
predictable. Like the sequence of the 
brothers lodging in an old ruril 
shack, where the noises of nature 
slowly ascend into a full musical ex- 
plosion, carrying their dreams for- 
ward. The sume is true of the oper- 
atic sequence in the train taking 
them to the West Coast. 

Then there is the perfect symme- 
try of the plot, carefully planned and 
developed as if it were a dialectical 
thesis aimed ul a certain definite 
goal. In this respect, Paolo and Vit- 
torio haven't really changed at all. 

The story, rather than evolving 
from the characters themselves and 
their conduct, is almost an excuse 
for the film to travel from one signifi- 
cant stutement to another. 

Here there is a reference to Chap- 
fin, there a speech on the signific- 
ance of films delivered by Griffith 
himself, nv less (played by an im- 
posing Charles Dance). Then we 
have a reference to the cultural! 
abyss separating the Old World and 
the New; and a cinephile’s evocation 
of early Hollywood. 

On top of it all is the leitmotiv of 
the homeland, the father figure left 
behind und the high principles of art 
and morals he represents. 

Had the plot been as eloquent us 
these ideas, this could have been a 
great movie.

attempt anything too grandiose,

In this case, there are indeed a 
number of impressive trees, i.e. 
separate scenes, from the opening 
sequence, in which the Pise Cathe- 
dra] is unveiled after its restoration, 
to the intimate gesture of the two 
brothers offering their girls fireflies 
insteud of flowers. 

The images themselves are gor- 
geous, thanks fo cameraman Giu- 
seppe Lanci, and the image of Grif- 
fith is boosted almust to the propor- 
tions of a mythical deity. 

The acting is sincere throughout, 
with a touch of pathos here and 
there, whether by ald Taviani hands 
tike Omero Antonutti and Margari- 
ta Lozano, playing smaller but im- 
portant parts, to Vincent Spano and 
Joaquim de Almeida as the two 
brothers, and Gretta Scacchi and 
Désirée Baker as their betrothed. 

The intentions, indeed, are all ad- 
mirable. The result is pleasant to 
watch, often inspiring, but rather 
uneven. Had it been signed by uny- 
one but Paolo and Vittorio Taviani, 
it would have rated us a nice 
achievement. Since it is the Tu- 
vianis, audiences may expect some- 
thing more, or something else.

WHETHER it's the mud pies we 
make as children, growing flowers 
and vegetables in the garden, enjoy- 
ing a scenic view or writing love 
letters in the sand, we are closely 
associated with the soil. In fact, 
without this valuable commodity we 
would not be able to live, for it is soil 
that allows plants and animals to 
exist. 

Soil is a much rarer substance 
than one might imagine. Two-thirds 
of our planet is covered in water and 
of the remaining third, vast areas 
are either bare, rock-ribbed moun- 
tains, or deserts where the sand is 
not adequately mixed with organic 
material to provide a growth 
medium. 

True soil is only found on # small 
proportion of the earth. This area of 
topsoil, only 20 to 40 centimetres 
deep, is responsible for the growth 
of most plants and ultimately, since 
plants provide us with oxygen, all 
life forms, 


SOIL IS the end product of rock 
which is broken down by the weath- 
er -- water, wind and thermal 
changes -- and as chemical reactions 
occur. The type of rock being bro- 
ken down determines the type of 
soil, while the organic material addi- 
lives determine the degree of 
fertility. 

Many plants and animals play ἃ 
role in determining fertility, and up 
until about a century ago most farm 
land in Europe was priced according 
to the number of earthworms found 
Per square metre when the land was 
spaded to a depth of 25 centimetres. 
Today this would not be too geod an 
idea, since areas that have been 
treated with chemical fertilizers may 
produce crops, but it would be hard 
to find an earthworm. : 

While animals and plants are de- 
pendent on the soil, the soil is de- 
pendent to a similar degree on 
plants and animals. Some plants fix 
nitrogen and bind it to the soil, 
thereby increasing its fertility. 
Plants also aerate the soil and their 
roots break up small rock particles, 
thus producing more soil. Dead 
plants are converted by bacterial ac- 
tion into organic material which en- 
tiches the topsoil. A good cover of 
plants is necessary to prevent soil 
being eroded, washed away by the 
rains or blown away by the wind. 

Although new soil is constantly 
being created, much is lost due to 
erosion while some areas lose fertil-

MY COMPANION, who had opted 
fur the set meal of the evening, re- 
ceived an untipuste -- a light salad 
artistically arranged, with little let- 
tuce-leuf hoats carrying a curga of 
peeled red peppers and floating ina 
sea of light mayonnaise, cut with 
orange juice. 

1. wha had one less course, sal 
this one aut and enjuyed the first 
taste uf the bottle of Yarden Caber- 
net Blane [ had ordered. While not 
the cheapest wine on the list, this 
fruity palate-teaser, at $13.50 a bot- 
tle, was rather surprisingly at the 
lower end of the price scale. 1 also 
had a bite or two of the onion rall 
which, while goud, was the one item 
around that couldn't possihly be 
ltalian. 

But my real culinary adventure 


began with the pasta, tagtiatelli Vg. 
lentino, a dish consisting of red and 
white, home-made egg noodles in a 
Cream sauce containing chunks of 
fresh salmon. The menu had also 
promised radicchio, a red lettuce 
that is al the top of this year's food 
fashion-parade, but in’ fact, the 
suuce had been made with urdinary 
lettuce. This provided as much con- 
trast in texture and taste as the red 
variety, but did lack the flair of the 
colour. Despite this, the dish was 
sublime. 

The pasta was served with grated 
cheese which, despite not being the 
genuine Italian parmesan, was not 
al all bad, 

Meanwhile, my compunion was 
enjoying a plateful of orecchini, lit- 
tle pasta shells shaped like ears, 
cooked perfectly al dente und served 
with the kind of fresh tomato and 
herb sauce that | believe to be far
